The above-identified application became abandoned due to prior counsel's failure to file 
a timely and proper reply to the Office Action mailed on October 23, 2002. Applicant received a 
Notice of Abandonment on or about August 1, 2003, and later forwarded the file to the 
undersigned and requested that it be reviewed and revived. The undersigned filed a Petition to 
Revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) on November 25, 2003. The Examiner told the undersigned via 
telephone on December 15, 2003 and indicated that the Office Action of October 23, 2002

incorrectly indicated that claim 82 was allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, !

the undersigned submitted a supplementary amendment canceling claims 64-93 to put the 

application in condition for allowance. 
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The petition of November 25, 2003 was dismissed on February 4, 2004, since the 
amendment submitted did not prima facie place the application in condition for allowance. The 
Examiner told the xmdersigned via telephone on December 15, 2003 and indicated that the Office 
Action of October 23, 2002 incorrectly indicated that claim 82 was allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. Accordingly, the undersigned submitted a supplementary amendment 
canceling claims 64-93 to put the application in condition for allowance. It appears from the 
courtesy copy of the Examiner's PTOL-303, that the supplementary amendment was not 
received and entered. The Dismissal of the November 25,2003 petition provided that a request 
for reconsideration of the petition must be submitted by April 5, 2004. 

In response to the Office Action mailed on October 23, 2002, the undersigned states that 
the entire delay in filing the required reply, from April 23, 2003 to the renewing of this petition 
to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) and amendment was unintentional.
